Mr. D'Kstrella, in his " Itemizer,"

The Hall Association, " Native 
Sons of the Golden West," formally 
dedicated California " Hall of 
Fame," October 27H1, at Native

The idea of a " Hall of Fame' ' for the 
Native Sons' Building was suggest 
ed by James D. Phelan. It w.is 
accepted, so twenty-four panels in 
the auditorium were set apart to 
honor those native born Californians 
who had gone out of their native 
State and won international distinc- 
tion and fame in the arts, literature, 
science and the drama The associa- 
tion appointed B committee to select 
the names, and of the scores of names 
submitted to them they selected 
the following. (I will not give 
them all but only Douglas Tilden' 8 
seeing, he is deaf.) Douglas Tilden, 
the noted sculptor, who was born in 
Chico, Cal., and whose many works 
adorn the city of San Francisco, 
including the Donahue Fountain, 
the " Volunteers " monument, the

tain, at Mason and Market Streets, 
San FrancisCO, which was donated 
by Kx-Mayor Phelan, and which

There will be 31 American battle- 
ships in the great naval pageant that 
comes to San Francisco. Quite a 
number of neutral nations will also 
send warships. We have not parti- 
culars about smaller American war- 
ships taking part yet. 

The exposition will open on time 
— 9 A m., Saturday, February 20th. 

The general admission to the 
exposition will be : Adults, fifty 
cents ; Children over ten, twenly- 
five cents ; Children under ten, free. 
This admits you to everything, 
except the concessions. 

To-day the status of the Exposi- 
tion is as follows : 

All of the main structures are 
either wholly or practically com- 
pleted. 

Of the eighteen foreign buildings, 
many are entirely complete and the 
others nearly so. Of the twenty- 
eight State buildings, a few are 
tardy but will be finished on time ; 
the rest are well along. 

The concessions on the Zone are 
unfinished, but this is rapid work 
and is progressing rapidly. 

One-fourth of the exhibits have 
been received. 

The collier Jason, bringing the 
main European exhibits, has sailed 
from Liverpool. Eleven carloads 
are en route from Cuba. 

Many other small consignments 
have been shipped and will reach 
here before February tit. 

Thete will be ample time to install 
them all satisfactorily. 

The Exposition will be entirely 
complete when it opens, February 
20th. This has been true of no 
other Fxposition in history. 

The French Government recently 
sent a cablegram to its fair repre- 
sentatives telling them to rush its 
buildings. The cablegram cost 
$3,000. France later asked for 
more space at the exposition. 

The Panama-California Exposi- 
tion at San Diego opened with a 
of glory at midnight when 
iqi.s was Ixirn. 

The N. A. D.'s will do well to 
pay Los Angeles and San Diego a 
visit 

S S. McClure, the noted editor, 
after a trip through the exposition 
lately said : — 

' ' ( >ne would have to travel a great 
deal in order to get such returns in 
beauty. This is by far the most 
magnificent architectural achieve- 
ment ever attained for any ex- 
position. 1 have seen the Pans 1 Ex- 
positions of 1 889 and 1900, and the 
St. bonis Exposition of 1903 as well 
as some minor ones ; but the Pan- 
ama Pacific Exposition far surpasses 
! these in the beauty of its 
buildings. 

' ' There is the strangest sense of 
the buildings belonging there. An 
imitation of some great palace could 
be built, for instance, at Kansas 
City ; but it would not fit its sur- 
roundings ; it would be ridiculous. 
This Spanish style of architecture, as 
lified by the Moors, is just the 
thing to tit these surroundings. 

" At tunes one feels as though he 
n Seville ; at other times in 
viewed from above, the ex- 
position, with its domes, looks like 
little Constantinople with the Bos- 
phorus beyond — one of the most 
beautiful sights in the world. I do 
not mean that there is any sense of 
imitation, for there is absolutely 
none. The exposition has drawn 
the best from Greece, Rome and 
Spain, yet it has strangely preserved 
own individuality

At three o'clock, Monday after- 
noon, the 1 8th, a memorial chapel 
exercise was arranged in honor of 
the one hundred eleventh anniver- 
sary of Benjamin Robert Wiu- 
throp, financier, philanthropist and 
benefactor of the Institution. 

With the band playing the " Star 
mgled Banner," the standing 
salute to the colors was made, after 
which the Principal made an open- 
ing address commemorating the oc- 
casion. 

Mr. Winthrop, born in 1804, is of 
one of the oldest and best families of 
New York, and of direct Puritan 
stock, he being a descendant of the 
famous Gov. John Winthrop of 
Massachusetts, and of Gov. Peter 
Stuyvesant, the renowned Dutch 
governor of New York, on his 
mother's side. For many years he 
was a member of the Board of 
Directors, and a genial, warm-heart- 
ed friend of the deaf. In 1855 he had 
the honor of being elected vice- 
president, and he fully appreciated 
the responsibility of president three 
years later. Though a prominent 
figure in the higher circles of New 
York and a tireless worker, one of 
his chief interests was to advance 
the education of the deaf. He de- 
lighted in spending hours of his time 
in their company, and was always 
ready to answer the many questions 
his admiring friends would save for 
him. In character he was a man of 
notable force and originality, strong 
and firm principles ; more a philan- 
thropist by nature, though an ex- 
cellent financier. 

It was through him that in 1904 
the Ida Montgomery Testimonal be- 
came one of the important awards of 
the Institution. From the interest 
of his bequest the sum of seventy 
dollars ip gold, to be awarded 
to the graduate having become 
deaf prior to the age of 15 years, 
who in the judgment of the Prin- 
cipal has shown marked excellence 
in study, character and manual 
skill. Mr. Winthrop desired this last- 
ing bequest to be conferred under 
the name of Miss Ida M lery. 

Others to speak were Dr. Fox 
and Professors Jones, Bjorlee, 
venson and Skyberg. As a clos- 
ing paragraph, we submit the follow- 
ing verse as a final and appropriate 
tribute to his memory which be- 
speaks the just man:

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What is the place of the teachers 
of the deaf in the general educa- 
tional scheme of the State? Of 
course, when the matter is analyzed, 
their right to a position alongside 
the teachers of tDO hearing cannot 
DC disputed, but there is a general 
disposition on the part of the State 
authorities to differentiate between 
the two bodies. The old idea that 
schools for the deaf are asylums 
and that the work of teaching the 
children therein bears little relation 
to the work among the heating dies 
hard. As a rule, teacher* them- 
selves display a surprisingly narrow 
spirit when the question is raised, 
and there is but little fraternizing 
between them, Great piofessional 
gatherings of the one class take 
place in a city and teachers of the 
other class will hardly go around 
the corner to attend. As the small- 
er body, the teachers of the deaf 
are the chief losers by this lack of 
mutal interest. The gatherings of 
teachers of the public schools are 
so numerous that our leaehers in 
special schools have number less op- 
portunities to compare their own 
methods with those used with 
normal children, gain new ideas and 
fresh zeal At the same time there 
many things about our methods 
that would be of very great help to 
tiers of normal children, and a 
closer acquaintance would be of 
!ial advantage, 
.pose we look around us and 
see what the Public Schools in our 
home community are doing, how 
they do it, and compare methods 
and results with our own, and in- 
cidentally try to give the teachers 
in those schools a clearer conception 
of our work. — Editor 
iicky Standard.
